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Concernios the Virtues and Vices of 
Crowded Humanity, and Operations 
of These Contending Forces.

L ondon, May 13, 1883. 
To look at this great city with the eye of 
a social investigator, to penetrate its inner 
life and lift the veil for others to see, to 
show the wide contrasts of vice and virtue, 
of misery and mercy which it presents— 
how mercy is seeking to alleviate misery, 
and virtue to overcome vice—such is the 
object which brought the writer over the 
broad Atlantic, and whicb led him a couple 
of days ago into the midst of the vast sea 
of humanity which heaves and surges 
through the streets of what has been most 
aptly called the metropolis of the world. 
But the universe was not made in a day, 
and it is scarcely possible to “ do” London 
in a brief length of time. One’s first feel­ 
ing npon finding himBelf a part of the 
busy life of this city is a sense of utter 
bewilderment, and you begin to doubt 
whether yon will be able to go anywhere, 
or learn anything, much less go every­ 
where and see everything—the modest task 
marked out for your correspondent. How­ 
ever, we will not drown ourselves in de­ 
spair, but will float about on the surface of 
this human ocean, waiting, Micawber-like, 
for something to turn up. Of Liverpool, the 
OREATEST MARITIME CITY IN THE WORLD, 
And the second largest of the cities of Eng­ 
land, I will give a few facts gathered while 
on the wing. Naturally, from the object 
of my mission here, Ilooked beneath the sur- 
faoe. A casual view shows a city well gov­ 
erned, amply supplied with public institu­ 
tions, parks, etc., and blessed with some of 
the noblest philanthropists in the realm, 
but a closer inspection reveals a picture 
from which the moral sense shrinks in 
mingled pity and abhorrence. 
Samuel 
Smith, member of Parliament for this bor­ 
ough, says in the current number of the 
Nineteenth Century : “ We have large tracts 
in Liverpool giveo over to the reign of 
squalor, tilth and rags ; we have extensive 
areas inhabited by a dense population, 
where scarcely one well-dressed or respect­ 
able looking person is seen. The women 
are filthy in their habits, the children cov­ 
ered with dirt and half clothed, and the 
men nsually drinking in the public house. 
In these dreary regions there is nothing to 
delight the eye or refine the taste. The 
abject wretchedness that meets one on all 
sides is so depressing that none will visit 
these slums except on errands of religion or 
philanthropy. We have here 2.500 courts, 
as they are called, inhabited, it is sup­ 
posed, by 150.000 people. The sanitary 
condition of these confined and nnhealthy 
culs-desac is very bad, and the death rate 
excessive, and the want of appliances for 
decency so great, that it is scarcely possi­ 
ble to conceive of respectable family life 
existing among them.” 
s m ith 's REMEDY FOR THIS PLAOCE SPOT 
Is in taking the offspring of the degraded 
classes, and after a few months of care and 
training, shipping them for additional and 
cheaper nurture to Canada. Fifty dollars 
a bead he says will secure these unfortu­ 
nate children a respectable bringing up 
and a fair start in the battle of life. It is 
doubtless from this class that the fallen 
women who every afternoon and evening 
swarm the streets and infest the entrances 
to the railway stations, openly assaulting 
all male pedestrians, even in broad day­ 
light, are recruited. This feature of the 
social life of Liverpool is the one that first 
thrusts itself on the notice of the observing 
American. He cannot help seeing it, and 
his ccnstant wonder is that, pending the 
slow process of moral reformation, the 
strong arm of British law is not used to 
hold this evil in restraint. The laws of 
this corporation, though so lax apparently 
in this weightier matter, are stringent 
enough in some things. Biding about in 
omnibuses and trains for a day or so, one 
learns that these vehicles are allowed to 
carry only a stipulated number of passen­ 
gers, and that an excess of even one person 
would lead to the infliction of a tine on 
both the driver and conductor. Another 
and rather amusing regulation in regard to 
street cars is, that they must travel at a 
stipulated rate, going neither slower nor 
faster than six miles an hour, so as to 
reach given points on schedule time. 
There is also a municipal law which prohibits 
these cars from stopping either to take on 
or let off passengers, excepting at what are 
called “ tram stations,” located several 
squares apart. This is to save the horses 
from the strain of too frequently starting 
the conveyance ; and both these rules, I 
am told, are rigidly enforced, the penalty 
for infraction of either being a fine im­ 
posed on those having the car in charge. 
To your correspondent, as he looked at this 
picture and then at-that presented in the 
long line of public houses and swarms of 
fallen women that infest the thoroughfares, 
with almost no restraint upon their powers 
for evil, it appearedas though the local law­ 
makers were straining at a gnat and swal­ 
lowing a camel. 
A SOJOURN IN* LONDON 
Impresses a person with the fact that no 
country in the world presents stronger con­ 
trasts in its moral and social life than are 
afforded in Eogland. One sees here the 
noblest effects of virtue and the foulest 
products of vice; the best results of civili­ 
zation and the worst ; the h’ghest happi­ 
ness and the deepest misery, all flourishing 
side by side. That the good preponderates 
over the evil no one can deny; bat how 
little the better elemepts of society suc­ 
ceed in their efforts to oonqner the forces of 
wickedness, how poorly, indeed, they re­ 
strain, much less subdue them, are facts 
which are as obvious and undeniable to 
those fighting the battle as to the visitor 
from abroad. In London, which is always 
the beet point for observation for the social 
reformer, there is presented just now a pe­ 
culiarly forcible reminder and illustration 
of these facts. What are known through­ 
out the world as the May meetings are in 
progress here. At these assemblings rep­ 
resentatives of nearly all the religions and 
philanthropic societies in the realm gather 
in annual conclave to talk of what has been 
done in the past, and to lay plans for the 
work of the future. The reports presented 
show a vast expenditure of time and effort 
and enormous outlay of money, all be­ 
stowed, apparently, with the utmost free­ 
ness, and the whole furnishing an exhibi­ 
tion of Christian benevolence and activity 
each as the Christian world at large might 
well rejoice in. To visit a few of these 
meetings on successive days leaves one 
with a clear conviction of the predominant 
religions character of the nation, and were 
it not for the surroundings outside, you 
could almost persuade yourself that while 
visiting in Christian London you were so­ 
journing next door to Paradise. Bat how 
different the realty ; for, in the city that is 
the center of these evangelizing influences, 
there are over 6,000 saloons, 30,000 prosti­ 
tutes, and 
150,000 KNOWN THIEVES, 
The scene of moat of these meetings is 
the world-famed Exeter Hall, a place 
which has swarmed day and night for 
weeks past, as it will for weeks to come, 
with the men and women who constitute 
England's truest aristocracy—the aristoc­ 
racy of moral worth and devotion to good 
deeds. A suggestion of the strong con­ 
trasts marking the social life of the people 
is thus found in the very locality of these 
holy conclaves, for Ereter Hall is situated 
in the Strand, a portion of London which, 
whatever its business aspect during the 
day, is abandoned after night-fali almost 


entirely to pleasure seeking, 
drinking 
and debauchery. Within a stone’s throw 
of this hall are nearly a score of theaters 
and concert-rooms, some of the latter of 
which have au-ely escaped the notice of 
the high functionary who sits in judgment 
on the morals of snch places. Stand in 
front of Exeter Hall any of these nights 
after dark, and while everything within its 
precincts is suggestive of lofty thoughts 
and noble actions, ontside the glare of the 
lights in front of the drinking places, and 
the maudlin chatter of half-drunken men, 
mingled with the 
GIDDY LAUGH OF THE PAINTED SIREN, 
Will make your head swim and the heart 
grow faint with utter disgust of the scene. 
Toere is perhaps only one locality in all 
London where the social evil is more obtru­ 
sive than here. Besides the many aban­ 
doned females who brazenly parade the 
side walks of the public thoroughfare, you 
find groups of them stationed at the cor 
ners of alt the side-streets, while the rail­ 
way station near by is a perfect rendezvous 
for such characters. In the electric illu­ 
mination of this place there seems to be a 
fascination for these creature i. The light 
draws them as it does insects, and with 
equally damaging results, for under the 
glare of the carbon the g'amour of beauty 
and mystery which partial darkness throws 
over their complexions is ruthlessly stripped 
off and they appear to the beholder in the 
hideous guise which paste and powder im­ 
part. Tk.at these unhappy wretches, over 
whose miserable lot every true heart must 
bleed in pity, but whose powers for mischief 
are so vast as to canse toe philanthropist 
to tremble with alarm, should be allowed 
such license under the very eyes of the po­ 
lice, in one of the principal thoroughfares 
of the great metropolis of Christian Eog­ 
land, is one of the marvels of the time. 
With the history of what has been, or is 
being, done to - 
REGULATE THIS MONSTROUS INIQUITY 
Your correspondent has not yet had time 
to make himself familiar, but the readers 
of the RecoRD -U nion shall know all on 
this subject shortly that can be beneficial 
to them. Meanwhile let us be thankful 
that Exeter Hall still stands, and that it 
stands just where it does—a bulwark in 
front of the weakest spot in the fortifica­ 
tions—a light-house in the midst of the 
shoals on which so many thousands are in 
danger of being wrecked. I may say in 
thiB connection that the people of this 
country are opposed, by a large majority, 
to any State regulation of the social evil 
that either involves an added degradation 
to the unfortunate women, or that prom­ 
ises an additional security to the greatei 
sinners in the case—the degraded men who 
make these women the victims of their 
lust. The resolution recently passed by 
the House of Commons, annulling that 
portion of the Contagious Diseases Acts, 
in force now in three of the garrison towns 
of the Kingdom, which provides for the 
compulsory examination of these fallen 
victims, voices the sentiment of the latter 
classes, and may be regarded as an indica­ 
tion, not only that no extension of these 
Acts to other places will be allowed, but 
that it would not take much agitation to 
bring the people to the point of setting 
them aside altogether. The continnal dis­ 
cussion of the subject in Parliament (for 
though the vote has been taken it breaks 
out afresh about every other night) must 
not be mistaken for a sign of general dis­ 
content at the action of the Government 
in giving its influence in favor of the repeal 
of thiB disagreeable provision of the Acts. 
Most of the fuss is made by members who 
represent the towns directly interested, 
and the Opposition, of course, seize npon 
the circumstances as affording them an­ 
other opportunity to seek to embarrass Mr. 
Gladstone. Jn this matter, however, the 
Government unquestionably have the masses 
of the people at their back.

G u ite a u ’s B o se s.—The Washington 
Star says that the bones of Charlea J. 
Guiteau, the assassin of President Gar­ 
field, after having been in the Army Medi­ 
cal Musenm since Jnly 3d last, have at last 
lost their identity. The day following the 
execution, which took place on the 30th of 
June, Guiteau’s body was interred under 
the floor of the east wing of the jail. On 
the night of July 31 it was resurrected by 
the anatomist of the museum. Dr. E. F. 
Schafhert, and taken to the museum. 
Here the bones were prepared for articula­ 
tion, and being in floe order foreuch a pur­ 
pose, it was supposed that Mrine day or 
other Guiteau s skeleton would be placed 
in a glass case in the museum, properly 
labeled. It was known by a number of 
clerks and other employes of the mnsenm 
that the bones were there, but only a few 
persons have ever been permitted to see 
them. It has been deemed nnadvisable, 
however, to place the skeleton on exhibi­ 
tion as that of Gnitean, for, like the cervi­ 
cal vertebra: of the assassin of Lincoln 
(Wilkes Booth), it would have attracted 
too large a crowd. 
Recently Dr. C. H. 
Crane, the Surgeon-General, took the bones 
into.his personal possession, and he has 
made a disposal of them, of which every 
other person is ignorant General Crane 
will donbtless keep the secret to hinuelf. 
It is thought that the bones are yet |n the 
bnilding as an entire skeleton, air that 
they, with other bones, form exhibitithere.

There is no such bird in existence on 
our coast or in North America as the black 
curlew. 
Hunters and sportsmen have 
erroneously applied that name to a most 
beautiful bird, found in some seasons in 
abundance in California. The bill Í9 long 
and curved like that of the long bill or 
gray curlew, and hight, size and general 
shape of body are also nearly the same. 
Its color, however, is a glossy bronze- 
black, and it is called properly “ Glossy 
Ibis.” 
One of the most painstaking students of 
fishing and fish culture (Barnet Phillips) 
remarks : The advent of Penobscot salmon 
is worthy of notice. Four fine fish were 
taken in the river on the 4’,h of May, the 
smallest fish weighing 18 pounds, the 
largest 23 pounds. A salmon was also 
taken off North Trnro, Mass., on the 21 
of May. L»Bt year about 900 pounds were 
caught in the same locality. This fact 
shows that salmon stay in the salt water 
not far from the rivers. 
At the shooting match at Biggs Station, 
says the Oroville Mercury, the first contest 
was a match between 'J. T. McIntosh, of 
Chico, and George Ditzler, of Biggs, for 
§100 a side. After Bhooting twenty-five 
shots each the match was drawn and all 
betB declared off. Tnis was followed by 
pool-shooting, in which Ed. Pearson, of 
Nelson, took the first prize of §33, with a 
score of ten birds ; W. J. Morgan second, 
§27 50 ; N. B. Scott, of Nelson, third, $22 ; 
Lon Rose fourth, $18 50, and A. Sligar, of 
Gridley, fifth, $11. 
An authentic and reliable work on the 
Water Birds of North America, and espe­ 
cially of California and the Pacific slope, 
is very much needed. On the completion 
of the geological survey of California under 
Prof. Whitney, completed over ten years 
ago, among other works pertaining thereto 
one on Land Birds was issued ; tbe other, 
on Water Birds, it was promised should 
soon follow. Up to the present time it has 
nót appeared. We earnestly hope that our 
next Legislature will make an appropri­ 
ation for that purpose. 
Tbe newspapers of the State have been 
publishing an item to the effect that Mrs. 
J. C. Toiman, of Jackson county, recently 
procured for her carp pond one of those 
excellent fish, which cost her $32. That 
is a pretty large sum for one little fish, but 
it íb trifling when compared with the ex­ 
perience of N. R. Barber, the popular 
Postmaster of Corvallis. In order to relieve 
the mouotony of official life, last summer, 
he Drocured a suitable fishing outfit and 
went into the Coast mountains in quest of 
game. Atter an absence of three days, he 
returned to his familiar post, having caught 
one trout, which cost him $90.—[Corvallis 
(Or.) Gazette. 
The killing of songbirds in New York is 
allowed only for scientific purposes. Tnis 
privilege is abused, and specimens so killed 
find their way into millinery stores as orna­ 
ments for ladies’ bats. California is not 
favored with many varieties of high-colored 
birds. We have no law for protection of 
such birds st any time of the year. One 
party is known to as who, in two spriDg 
seasons, has had killed for him about Sac­ 
ramento over three thousand. A recent 
letter from a dealer states that the Euro­ 
pean and Eastern markets are so over­ 
stocked with California bird-skins that 
they command ns price at all. In nearly 
all Eastern States these birds are protected, 
consequently the dealers are short of stock 
of their own varieties. They therefore 
tnrned their attention to California, where 
there is no protective laws to interfere. 
The Sierra Valley Leader of May 11th 
gets off the following “ big one : ” “ James 
A. Rhodes, of this place, caught the larg­ 
est fish on the 5th inst. ever taken this 
side of the Columbia river. It weighed, 
as taken from the water, 160 pounds. It 
was a species of sturgeon. Mr. P-hodee re­ 
ports having lost several lines within the 
last few days fishing in this vicinity, and 
through curiosity put in s set-hook. Toe 
fish tackled this, and Mr. Rhodes com­ 
menced ha. ling in liDe. Althongh an old 
and experienced fisherman, he soon found 
oat that he was no match for snch an ad­ 
versary, and called for help. Some parties 
beint close by ran to his assistance and 
succeeded in landing the monster on dry 
land. The creek being very high, cansod 
by the late rains, is the only plausible rea­ 
son assigned for a fish to large running up 
the Feather river.” 
FISHING EY ELECTRICITT, 
The Albatross, the new steamer just 


completed for the deep sea investigations 
of the United States Fish Commission, is 
equipped with a novel search light which 
may result in a revolution in sea fisheries. 
It consists of three electric lights, each of 
sixteen-candle power, inclosed in a her­ 
metically sealed glass case. It is expected 
that when this lantern is sunk in the water 
its glare will attract the fish, which can 
then be taken by a net drawn from beneath 
it. The contrivance is designed solely for 
use in securing rare fish from the bottom of 
the ocean for scientific purposes, but why 
might it not be employed in takii^ tish for 
food? The charm of a brilliant light for a 
fish is well known, and fishing at night 
with torches has been practiced from the 
earliest times. If the Urge fish of the 
ocean are affected by a brilliant light as tbe 
fish of rivers and small streams are, the 
electric light may play an important part 
in the great industry of procuring ti?h from 
the sea for food. 
THE FISH COMMISSION. 
J. B. Redding, Chairman of the Fish 
Commission, states that some of the vio- 
laters of the tish law have receatly been 
arrested at Martinez, and that the evidence 
was so conclusive against them that the 
owners of six boats at once paid their fine 
of $100 each, and two more are still in jail. 
Some five hundred fishing boats are en­ 
gaged in catching salmnD between San 
Quentin and Rio ViBta. Nearly all cf these 
boats violate the fish law, which forbids 
the catching of salmon from the dawn of 
each Saturday until be following Sunday 
noon. There has been great difficulty in 
capturing any of these violators of the 
law, for the reason that no owner of a 
boat dare let it to the Constables or 
Fish Commissioners for 
that 
pur­ 
pose, aB the irate fishermen would surely 
Bcuttle it at the first opportunity. After 
considerable difficulty a yacht was secured 
in this city last Saturday and sent up to 
Martiuez, where W. A J. Gift, Constable 
of Martinez, with a posse of officers, made 
use of it, and succeeded in capturing six­ 
teen nets full of fish and eight boats. It 
was understood that the fishermen have a 
cade of signals by which they communicate 
to each other the approach of danger. A 
few peculiar blasts upon a horn will set the 
whole fleet of fishing boats scudding away 
from the danger threatening, and it is 
nsually easy for them to escape from craft 
sent out to overhaul them. This experi­ 
ence has convinced the Fish Commissioners 
that in order to properly enforce the laws a 
small launch must be provided. This they 
propose to secure, and in future a steam 
launch will he sent up the bay each week. 
Professor Beard has informed Mr. Red­ 
ding that Mr. L’vingstone will be here in 
June or July. The McCloud river hatch­ 
ery will be operated this year, as usual. 
Professor Beard says that the effort to in­ 
troduce salmon into Eastern streams has 
failed. California salmon do not thrive in 
Eastern waters, and the United .States 
Fish Commission’s efforts on this coast will 
be confined to the stocking of the Sacra­ 
mento river only. About $10,000 per year 
íb expended by the United States Fish 
Commission at the M-Cloud hatchery, and 
in future this State will reap tbe full bene­ 
fit of the work done. 
California will, 
therefore, be more indebted than ever to 
the United States Fish Commission. 
The State Board of Fish Commissioners 
is bnilding a trout hatchery near Grass 
Valley, and in a few months will have a 
supply for distribution. 
Commissioner 
Dibble has gone to Truckee to prosecute 
Indians who are violating the law by Bpear- 
ing fish. A band of Indians will get into 
a stream near its mouth, and will spear or 
net nearly every trout entering it. In 
Lake county persons are slaughtering myr­ 
iads of tish by exploding giant powder 
cartridges in the water. The District At­ 
torney of that county has been informed 
of this violation of the law, aud has prom­ 
ised to prosecute all persona caught so do­ 
ing. The Commission is desirous of calling 
tbe attention of the public to tbe necessity 
of its co-operating with the Commissioners 
in their efforts to enforce the laws. The 
attitude taken by the public in many places 
where persons have been prosecuted for 
violation of the fish laws has caused such 
prosecutions to fail. Should such be always 
the result, the efforts of the Commission to 
protect the fishing interest would be with 
out avail. If the people in the fishing dis­ 
tricts would look into the matter a little 
more closely, they would see the absolute 
necessity for tbe vigorous enforcement of 
the laws if the fishing business is to con 
tinue. 
The people living along the Eel river 
have petitioned for the establishment of a 
salmon hatchery there, and have repre 
sented to the Commission the importance 
of some action in the matter. 
The Commission will meet at Sacramento 
Monday, June 4th, when all suggestions 
will be gladly received, and all persons who 
are interested in fish culture will be gladly 
heard.—[San Francisco Bulletin. 


MISüELLANEOU S. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
To cure a dog that kills chickens—kill 
the dog. 
Sprinkle a little flour sulphur in nests of 
setting hens. 
Select the best shaped egg9 from the beat 
layers for hatching. 
Chickens should at all time» have acce«s 
to pure, fresh water. 
Sprinkle eggs that are about to hatch, 
with luke warm water. 
Put setting henB in quiet, dark places, 
away from disturbance. 
If you have not already whitewashed 
the ponltry-honses, attend to it at once. 
An injudicious use of bran in the poultry 
yard will result disastrously. It causes 
scouring and so weakens the fowls. Scald 
the bran and mix with ground grain and 
feed once a day. 
On the average, every well-kept fowl, to 
a limited extent, will afford an annual 
profit of $1 50 net, besides her body, and 
no fowl, but for a special reason, should be 
kept over two years. 
A Kentucky farmer says he cures cholera 
among his fowls by boiling a bushel of 
smart-weed m ten gallons of water down to 
three, and mixes the decoction with their 
food twice a day for three days, and then 
every other day for a week. 
When yon think you can to advantage 
make broilers for market, making eggs of 
bnt secondary importance, many have 
every confidence in fight Brahmas, for they 
have had them pay far better, on an aver­ 
age, than any other variety. 
The following is said to be an excellent 
recipe for testing eggs : Dissolve three and 
three-fourths ounces of common salt in one 
and three-fourths pints of water. An egg 
put in this solution on the day it is laid 
will sink to the bottom ; one a day old will 
not reach quite to the bottom ot the ves­ 
sel ; an egg three days old will swim in the 
liquid ; while one more than three days old 
will swim on the surface. 
The truth haa been proven by many that 
a hen is found to be old after she haa reached 
her second year, if she has been kept as she 
ahonld be. If yonr flock of hens has been 
kept laying eggs constantly, as it ought to 
be employed, the egg prodncing qualities 
are exhausted at the end of two years, and 
hence they are no longer any use to yon as 
layers. __________ ___________ 
A R e p tile Hoc3K.—The new reptile 
honse in the Z «¡logical Gardens, says the 
London Graphic, will probably be opened 
to the public abont July or Auguit next. 
This bnilding standi in the southeastern 
corner of the Gardens, and is 120 feet long 
aod 60 feet wide, hsving s large porch in 
front and the keepers’ rooms st the beck. 
Toree sides of the honse will be occupied 
by fixed esses for the pythons and large 
reptiles, and“ the fourth will be kept for 
small moveable cases, while in the center 
there will be a large tank for crocodiles, 
and two smaller ones for tortoises. The 
Zoological Gardens, according to the latest 
report, contained on December last 2,355 
creatures, of which í50 were mammals, 
1 364 birds, and 241 reptiles. Last year 
849,776 persons visited the Gardens, the 
number of visitors being considerably 
larger than usual, owing to the J umbo ex­ 
citement.

whose part seemed to be to applaud him 
w ith stampings, castanets and loud shout­ 
ings whenever his inspiration failed him, 
brought him to a full stop and caused a gap 
in the performance. 
The m an’s part was 
the w orst of all. 
His face waB impossibly 
disagreeable, hardly human. 
H e-sat and 
howled, dwelling upon one note until the 
veins swelled in his neck, and he grew al­ 
most black íd the face, and bis eyes started, 
and one wondered why he did not fall to 
the ground in a fit.

ards, take eaob a silver candlestick w ith a 
lighted taper in their hands, and conduct 
the bride and bridegroom aronnd the ball­ 
room, where guests are assembled, and 
j and taence into the throne-room, where the 
i pair do homage to the sovereign. 
A t the 
first royal wedding which occurred after 
the Cnancellor had been promoted to the 
j dignity of Brince and Highness, Bismarck 
failed to appear in the candle-procession, 
and coart gossips quickly concluded th at 
be now thought himself too great a man to 
take part in a semi-menial ceremony. 
The 
tru th was, however, th a t the Chancellor 
had been seized w ith a sudden attack of 
gout ; and at the next wedding he was care­ 
ful to silence all carpers by carrying his 
candle 
bravely 
like 
other 
m inisters.

I t was, however, long used be­ 
fore the plague of Marseilles, for it was the 
constant custom of Cardinal W olsey to 
carey in his hand an orange deprived of its 
contents and filled w ith a sponge which had 
been soaked in vinegar im pregnated w ith 
varions spices, in order to preserve himself 
from infection when passing through the 
crowds which bis splendor or office a ttra c t­ 
ed. The first plague raged in 1649 whereas 
W olsey died in 1531.—-{Pereira’s Elem ents 
of M ateria Medica.

You m ight as well go to the old picture 
galleries in Dresden, and in Venice, and 
m Rome, and expurgate the old painting*. 
Berhaps you could find a foot of Michael 
Angelo’s “ Last Ju d g m en t” th at m ight be 
improved. 
Berhaps you could put more 
expression into 
R iphael’s “ M adonna.” 
Berhaps you could put more pathos in 
Robens’ “ Descent from the Cross.” 
Per­ 
haps yon could change the crests of the 
waves in T am er's '“ Slave Ship.” 
Perhaps 
yon m ight go into the old galleries of 
sculpture and change the forms and pos­ 
tures of sta’ucs by Pnidias and Praxiteles. 
Such an iconoclast would very soon find 
himself in the Penitentiary. 
B at it is

FAKM 
AND FRUIT. 


The orange tree has been known to a t­ 
tain an age of upwards of 600 years ; 20,­ 
000 fruits have been gathered in a year 
from one tree in St. Michaels, one of the 
Azore Islands, 
The California dairy interest, says the 
Breeder and Sportsman, possesses a capital 
of §15,000,000, and produces annual rev­ 
enue to the State of §9,000,000. 
Tnis in­ 
dustry employs 6,000 laborers. 
A t the sain of Jersey cattle in New York 
on the 9:h instant, the prices ranged from 
§100 tor a three-months-old calf to §5,000 
for a one-year-old bull, the K ing of Ashan- 
te n . 
The proceeds of the sale amounted to 
§32,410. 
H. H Riegle, of Pasadena, raises the 
Monarch of the W est strawberries, and the 
Rural Californian says of them : The ber­ 
ries are exceedingly fine in flavor, clean and 
large, weighing tw enty to the pound ; eight 
choice ones weighing 
exactly 
one-half 
ponnd. 
W heat can only be raised to advantage 
in India by irrigation, hence the Eogliih 
G overnm ent continues its outlays in th at 
direction. 
Upw ards of 1,000,000 acres in 
Punjab district were taken up last year for 
wheat in advance of the opening of irri­ 
gating canaU. 
H enry Villard, President of the N orth­ 
ern Pacific Railroad, says there is but 225 
miles of the road to complete and trains 
will be run through in Septem ber. 
I t is 
reported th at the grain crop will exceed 
300,000 tons surplus in Eastern Oregon 
and W ashington Territory. 
I t is told th at “ a prom inent Iowa pig- 
breeder keeps his hogs, except when fat­ 
tening, on artichokes. 
Ha says on good 
land this crop will produce more hog feed 
per acre than any other crop. 
Iowa is one 
of the largest corn and hog producing 
States in the Union, and it sonnds rather 
strangely to hear of anything cheaper than 
corn at the W est.” 
The value of wood ashes as a fertilizer is 
but little appreciated. 
They contain in 
varying proportions the valuable mineral 
properties needed by plants. 
They are 
especially valuable for orchards ia bearing, 
having an as yet unexplained effect in per­ 
fecting the fruit. 
I t íb better to give a 
light dressing of any potash manure every 
year than to give large doses at any one 
time. 
A bottle of carbolic acid should be kept 
in every farm-house, not merely as a disin­ 
fectant, but as a wash for wounds and 
sores. 
For any purpose it should be di­ 
luted w ith water. 
Its power to destroy 
fungus growths makes carbolic acid invalu­ 
able in pruning orchards ot pear, plum or 
peach where blight or other disease is sus­ 
pected. 
The pruning shears should be fre­ 
quently dipped in carbolic acid water. 
Judge Eaton, of Hermosa, called at this 
office this morning and exhibited the very 
finest and largest orange we have ever 
seen. 
I t m easured 15J inches in circum­ 
ference and weighs 23 ounces ! 
I t is a 
W ashington Navel, and is smooth, firm and 
solid. 
In February, 1S82, Judge Eaton 
budded a seven-year-old orange. 
The bud 
grew out about four inches and bloomed, 
and this trem endous specimen was the re­ 
su lt.—[Rural Californian. 
Buyers of potatoes, says an Eastern ex­ 
change, very properly reject, as poisonous, 
the great tubers. 
I t is, however, a hnis- 
take to attrib u te “ the green color to the 
poison used in destroying the potato beetle. 
The tuber ia made green by exposure to 
the suu, and is poisonons, ju st as potato- 
tops are when green. 
In this condition 
potatoes are unfit for food, b ut are better 
for seed than those grown deeper in the 
soil. 
I t is a good plan to place potatoes 
intended for seed in as light a place as 
possible, tw o or three weeks before p lant­ 
ing.” 
It is bad policy for a farm er to cultivate 
only one crop. 
If th at fails he has lost 
his year’s work ; but if he cultivates sev­ 
eral crops some of them are always sure to 
succeed, and some will command a rem u­ 
nerative Drice. 
A fanner about to com­ 
mence, looks over the fields, and finding 
th at butter always commands a good price, 
buys a few cows, and then to preveDt the 
slops from the dairy being wasted he buys 
some hogs. 
Boultry pays, and one hun­ 
dred heus and cocks are bought. 
W hen 
he buys his horses he sees th at it is better 
(instead of geldings th at are deteriorating 
as they grow older) to invest in fine large 
mares, th at will produce him a foal worth, 
say, as a i earling, §100 every year, in ad­ 
dition to doing the work of the farm. 
If 
the mares are large they will easily do this. 
There is always a demand for large horses 
and mules for draft purposes, and they sell 
readily. 
Every farm er should try to make 
everything psy a profit—make “ every edge 
cu t."—[R ural Californian. 


CALIFORNIA VINEYARDS. 
R. B. Blowers, of 
Yolo, whose fine 
vineyard and fruit ranch, located about 
three-fourths of a mile from W oodland, 
has acquired such reputation, was inter­ 
viewed a few days since in reference to 
grape interests of the State, and in anewer 
to many questions gave full information 
upon the subject, viewing the question 
from the standpoint of his long experi­ 
ence. 
Mr. Blowers has seventy acres in fruit, 
fifty acres being in raisin grapes. 
H e has 
been engaged in this pursuit at the same 
place since 1S54. 
His oldest vineyard is, 
however, only fifteen years old, and much 
of it is younger. 
His experience is th at 
vines five or six year old have reached full 
bearing, and from these he has made as 
many aB 250 boxes of raisins to the acre, 
and the average wholesale price per box 
for the past five years has been §2 to 12 50, 
making the income from raisins alone about 
§500 per acre. 
The yield of shipping 
grapes is from ten to fourteen tons per 
acre—the Emperors will yield fourteen 
tons, and sells as high as §40 per ton. 
Table grapes are w orth about §40 per ton, 
and wine grapes §20 to §30 
The cost of preparing the ground for 
planting a vineyard, said Mr. Blowers, is 
but trifling—probably §5 per acre, unless 
you mean preparing for irrigation. 
But 
simply plowing and replowing to a depth 
of sixth or eight inches, the cost is about 
§5 per acre. 
I estim ate the first cost of 
planting a vineyard all the way from §20 
to §40 per acre, including the first year’s 
cultivation, irrigation and rooted vines— 
about §20 per acre until you get them into 
bearing, which takes two or three years. 
This includes irrigation, cultivation, etc. 
If the vineyard is handled w ith judgm ent 
and skill, the third year ought to pay well 
for th at year and also the second year's ex­ 
penses. 
For instance, I have a small patch 
of seedless Sultanas three years old. 
I 
got five tons for the third year, ten tons for 
the fourth year, tw elve tons for the fifth 
year, and seventeen tons for the sixth year. 
The quality ot soil is an im portant consid­ 
eration in selecting for a vineyard 
This 
m ust not be overlooked. 
As to the question w hether grape-grow­ 
ing in this S ate for the purpose of making 
raisins for the table, and for wine-making, 
as having passed the experimental stage, I 
think it has, entirely so. 
You can raise as 
good grapts in Shasta as in San Bernardino. 
People will eat raisins and will drink wine. 
This is one of the principal industries in 
France and Spain, and it can be carried on 
more extensively in California. 
There is 
also a duty on raisins of 2 cents per pound 
and of 1 cent per pound on dried enrrants 
or seedless raisins imported into the U nited 
States. 
Of course if the duty should be 
removed it would make th a t much more 
competition to overcome. 
I do not think 
we can count npon raisins being higher 
than n o w ; but of oourse any surplus we 
may have of grapes c s b be used by making 
them into wine, 
Tne production of raisins 
has reached the maximum in France and 
Spain. 
There are but few raisins made in 
France, however, as com pared^) w bat are 
made ia Spain. 
Last year there were some 
70,000,000 pounds of raisins shipped into 
France from the L evant,60.000,000 pounds 
of which were probably made into wine. 
The loss b j phylloxera in the wine districts 
of France makes it necessary for the French 
peopl? to use rais’ns in the m anufacture of 
wine ; therefore I look upon raisin-making 
in California as a perm anent business, as all 


■urplns of raisins may be made into wine. 
Six or seven years ago France made abont 
eighteen million gallons of wine. 
Tne 
yield now is so m aterially reduced th at 
they sent to Italy and BortngaLjor cheap 
raisins w ith which to make wme. 
Cali­ 
fornia can step in and supply th at defi­ 
ciency of sixty million pounds of raisios 
which were consumed by France in the 
m anufacture of wine ; or the same quan­ 
tity of raisins would make three and a half 
million boxes of raisins. 
There are only 
about two million boxes of raisins annually 
imported into the U nited States. 
W e 
have made only about one hundred and ten 
thousand boxes of raisins in onr best year ; 
so you see California cuts but a small fig­ 
ure in the supply of the U nited States. But 
a small per cent, of the raisins used in toe 
United States is produced in California. 
If, however, the time should come—bnt it 
will not in our day—when grape-growing 
becomes unprofitable for raisin-growing, 
we can feed them to our pork, and then 
raisins will 
mon be in demand again. 
Grapes will fatten pork faster than any 
other k..o>vn food. 
Hogs fed upon this 
food will lacréase from two to three pounds 
per day. 
The effort to make sugar from grapes 
would, I am satisfied, result only in ob­ 
taining glucose. 
N ot but th at the raisin 
grape is sw eet enough for th at purpose, for 
the average grapes yield probably about 25 
per cent, of sugar, or 100 ton3 of grapes 
would contain but 25 tons of saccharine 
m atter. 
The question of irrigation for grapes is 
one which dep -nds upon the locality. The 
greater portion of our northern grape- 
growers do not use irrigation at all. 
In 
Sonoma aod Napa valleys, and in the 
Vacaville belt, they do not irrigate. 
B ut 
in th at part of the State where the annual 
rainfall is small, say in Fresno and all the 
great interior valleys, they have to resort 
to irrigation. 
The profits from grapes for raisine—the 
better class of wine grapes— I think I can 
safely say is not less than §100 per acre. 
For the past six years the profits have 
averaged 
over §100 per acre. 
W hen 
vineyards have become tive or six years old, 
and are w ill cared for, they are always 
profitable and valuable. 
Of course their 
value depends upon the varie.ty of raisins, 
location of vineyard, facilities to railroads, 
etc. 
There are vineyards you could not 
buy for §500 per acre. 
For instance, I 
have a neighbor who has five acres. 
H e 
has made as high as §1,000 clear profit from 
the five acres, and hired all his work done. 
There aro now approxim ately about 100,­ 
000 of grapes in this State, of which about 
half are young vines. 
The greatest suc­ 
cess in grape-raisiDg appears to be with 
small vineyards, well cared for. 
I think 
this is the universal judgm ent and experi­ 
ence. 
W e cannot expect to find any Boil in 
the world to yield well year after year 
w ithout fertilizing. 
The Seedless Sultana 
has yielded me forty-four tons to the acre, 
but it wculd be prepost»rous to expect to 
keep th at up w ithout fertilizing the soil. If 
the soil is properly fertilized the vines will 
bear for 100 years. The problem of fungoid 
grow th now claiming the attention of vine- 
yardists I do not regard as so serious, since 
it can be combated successfully w ith the 
proper remedies. 
I have one variety of 
fungoid grow th which yields readily to an 
application of sulphate of iron. 
The more 
perm anent varieties of mildew yield read­ 
ily to a little sprinkling of sulphur applied 
two or three times a vear.

THE STORY CF A CANI IDATE’S FAP3R 
We have pointed out the valueless qual­ 
ity of tho journal founded and conducted 
solely to foster the low and gros3 am­ 
bition of an office seeker, who is at 
the same time its owner. Such sheets 
amount to very little more than pla­ 
cards. Now the San Francisco F.x- 
arninrr is one of these. It is a placard, 
ft reads in every line, “ I am Gaorge 
Hearst. I want office. I have tbe money 
requisite to buy the toy, and I will have 
it.” Lat us look for a moment at the sit­ 
uation of the paper. It has now attained 
a position where it is within §1,000 a month 
of paying expenses. For a paper situated 
as it is, that is bad, and it is not bad, just 
as the proprietor may choose to consider 
i t . just as he may estimate the future to 
which, and his own ambition, he has 
mortgaged the journal. Mr. Hearst was a 
rich man ; he is a rich man still: if he con­ 
tinúes to bleed for the Examiner his finan­ 
cial rating must of necessity be newly 
written. 
Mr. Hearst, having acquired 
wealth, desired to gratify a lofty ambition. 
Not being possessed of the intellectual 
qualifications that command the attention 
of men, he turned to his wealth and was 
moved by a common error to believe that 
rf with it he could control a newspaper he 
could ** whoop up ” supporters sufficient to 
plant him safely in the southwest corner 
of tbe Capitol “ A newspaper,” he rea­ 
soned, “ is the exponent of public opinion. 
If I possess a newspaper I can control 
public opinion, or at least direct it to my 
advantage.” To that end, then, he bent 
hie energies, and he soon possessed the 
Eicminer, and, contemporaneously with 
the change of ownership, this “ exponent 
of public opinion ” entered upon more or 
loss adroit advocacy of Mr. Hearst’s candi­ 
dacy. Bat he did not receive the nomina­ 
tion at the hands of the Democratic Con­ 
vention. Disappointed and exasperated 
by his failure, he charged it upon the 
railroad companies, on the principle that 
it is popular to strike a corporation, and 
according to the maxim, “ In a acrimmage 
hit the first head within reach." He had 
the “ exponent of public opinion " on his 
hands, and immediately its guns were di­ 
rected to open upon the railroads. This 
was not on account of the love the owner 
bore the people, tu t because he so hated 
the railroad corporations. He had encoun­ 
tered the risk of becoming great, and 
failed to appreciate his happy deliverance. 
The public has from all this assumed that 
had he been nominated and elected his 
« exponent of public opinion ” would have 
been the friend of the railroad corporations. 
But it takes money to run a newspaper 
devoted solely to the political ambition of 
auy man. This man had §30,000 locked 
up in the sheet; some §32.000 more had 
gone into its eagercrawin the way of running 
expenses. Maligning railroad companies 
did not visibly enlarge the income of the 
piper. He therefore offered the sheet to 
certain parties, agreeing to pat up í30 000, 
more, they to pay him back in a given time 
the whole §32,000. The parties considered, 
took advice, slept on it, and declined. 
Thereupon Mr. Hearst, true to the maxim 
of the political gambler, “ nothing Tenture 
nothing have," started his exponent of 
n h ü c opinion upon the scent of a United 


States Seuatorship for its owner, and to 
that trail it now keeps its nose, emitting 
daily howls as it follows the game, about 
“ railroads and soulless corporations,” with 
intermittent whines concerning alleged 
wrongs and sufferings of the people, for 
whom its soul is apparently moved by such 
deep concern. Now this has been the 
legerdemain by which the Examiner has 
been manipulated in the interest of a rich 
man, whose only possible qualification is 
his wealth. To continue the imposture 
and work out the possibilities of this " ex 
ponent of public opinion,” its proprietor 
has sunk about §120,000. All its loud­ 
mouthed protestations of concernment for 
the rights of the people which are being 
so ruthlessly crushed beneath car wheels, 
are gammon, hypocritical and shams. They 
have not even the quality of artfulness. 
There is no diplomacy in the manner in 
which the scheme is worked ; the insin­ 
cerity, duplicity and cant of the whole 
business is plain to be seen. 


THE JUDGMENT OF A SINGER, 
Christine Nilsson has written for a lead­ 
ing review a few words about singing. 
From one so gifted and experienced w; 
should expect many tbonghts of original­ 
ity. But such expectation has not been 
realized. The paper is a very gentle and 
harmless, and quite an insipid production. 
She tells as that to the public singer, more 
than any other artist, sympathetic appre­ 
ciation is a necessity, and that the audi­ 
ence exhibiting the most appreciation gets 
the best music. Tnis, however, is true of 
all things. Human energies are stimu­ 
lated, and human capacity is enlarged by 
appreciative recognition; genios always 
responds with its best to approbation. 
She says there is no power in mechanical 
singing. But this is not a new truth, and 
applies to all arts. The mechanical per­ 
formance is never effective. The spirit of 
a musical, dramatic or other effort appeal­ 
ing to human sympathies or passions must 
give warm and breahting life to the form 
that human beiDgs are asked to embrace. 
There are one or two statements, however, 
in Nilsson’s paper which rise superior to 
the ordinary level of the essay. Referring 
to the frequent repetition of a musical part, 
she testifies that while it is accompanied 
by a certain amount of tediousness or 
weariness, yet a song which gives fitting 
expression to any genuine emotion of the 
human heart is oue of the most durable of 
all things in arl. The artist finds with 
each rendering an experience more 
or leBS peculiar to itself. Different 
audiences, different stage companionship, 
different acoustic properties, the 4hrying 
experiences of the private life of the singer, 
all have their effect npon her performance. 
Thus each rendering has something new in 
it. She might have gone beyond this ex­ 
pression. The lady so gifted in voice is evi' 
dently unable to express in words all 
she feels. She might have expressed the 
fact that the emotions are quickened by their 
exercise ; fine sympathies never refuse an 
appeal ; the melodies that speak to us never 
speak wholly in vain. A gifted singer, 
who was renowned in California for her 
genius and the erratic life she led, and who 
never knew what a true home was, but was 
possessed of all the qualities that would 
have made a home a sacred shrine and a 
castle of strength and -peace and joy, 
achieved her highest triumphs in the 
popular heart by the singing of “ Home, 
Sweet Home.” She once remarked to the 
writer : “ I have sung the song from the 
footlights of the grand opera henscs, be­ 
fore the moBt brilliant and cultured au­ 
diences in many placet, in music halls and 
melodeons and theaters, in wild mining 
camps, at public festiv.v’s and in the con­ 
cert, and I never sang it yet, sick or well, 
sore at heart or gay, that I did not feel 
its sweet influence or that my hearers did 
not come into full sympathy with my own 
feelings. I have sung it thousands of 
times, bat it was always new to me and to 
to them.” Nilsson explains that at times 
the singer, for no apparently adequate rea­ 
son, is able to outdo all her previous 
efforts ; then, again, the least unexpected 
event may make her hoarse, and,despite her 
desire, her vocal organs will refuse to 
respond. The voice, she believeB, cannot 
be trained to overcome anch causes of de­ 
pression. 
She believes the Americans 
thoroughly appreciate good music; they 
travel much, have money to gratify their 
tastes, deliberate with good judgment and 
refuse to patronize that which does not 
suit their tastes. Appreciation rf good 
music in the chief citieB of the United 
States is fully equal, she declares, to that 
of the European capitals, This is bnt 
cumulative testimony, but she does go a 
little beyond her colleagues in art in distin­ 
guishing between the judgments of sections. 
Thus she accords to the Eastern and Mid­ 
dle S:ato audiences more deliberation of 
judgment, and to onr Western and South­ 
ern audiences heartier responses and those 
that are quicker in expression. There is 
little provincialism in America, and as a 
consequence seciety is pretty much the 
same in all parts of the country, and so 
with the advantages the Americans pos­ 
sess they have arrived at a point where 
they know what is fine in the music art. 
The pride of perhaps one locality may he 
touched by the remark of the lady that it 
may almost be said there is no intellectual 
metropolis iu this country, our institu­ 
tions, education and degrees of refinement 
being substantially the same in Boston 
and San Francisco, Chicago and New 
York, St. Louis and Philadelphia. She 
loves to sing, she remarks. She thanks 
God for tbe gift of melody and enthusiasm 
for its exercise : it is her life and enjoy­ 
ment, and if her auditors in America have 
received any genuine pleasure from it, it Í9 
iu a great degree due to their own responsive 
sympathy, which has made the benefit and 
the obligation mutual. This is a very 
graceful compliment; but if Nilsson is so 
disinterestedly pleased in giving pleasure 
and in gratifying an elevated taste, why 
should she not have afforded broader op­ 
portunity to the people to manifest their 
“ sympathetic appreciation?" 
She held 
her talents at such a price when in Amei- 
ica that only the few, and those well to do 
in the world, were enabled to hear her. 
She confined herself to the greater cities, 
because her demands upon managers would 
not permit them to venture beyond the 
centers of wealth, and even then her con­ 
certs cannot be said to have been in the 
broadest sense popular, for the masses of 
the people were not given the opportunity 
to hear her. Her “ gift of melody "was 
not only limited in its exercise to the me­ 
tropolis, bnt was unheard by the mass of 
the metropolitans who would have been 


most benefited by it, and who wonld 
have responded, if 
not with the 
most cnltnred appreciation, at least 
with the aincerest sympathy. Our great 
singers'un^prtunately permit themselves to 
be monopolized by greedy managers, and 
they in turn by an unjustifiable competi­ 
tion shut art within moneyed walls. The 
masses of the people who shonld benefit 
by the ennobling influence of art in song 
as interpreted by the great artists, are 
afforded small opportunity to avail of it. 
The music hall of the ordinary character 
is a more potent influence with the people 
than the grand opera houses ; music in the 
cheaper resorts, in the beer garden and the 
popular concert room, receives the sympa­ 
thetic response upon which Nilsson places 
so high a value. The cultured few enjoy 
the gifts of melody of the great singers, 
but the masses are locked out with a silver 
key. Tbe musical queens and piinces of 
the day appear to care very little indeed 
for the verdict of the masses, since they 
neither seek it nor give opporlunity for it 
to be pronounced.

THE THREATENED STRIKES. 
It now appears that moat, if not all, of 
tbe threatened strikes among the workers 
of the Western and the Central States have 
been averted. It is to be sincerely hoped 
that the news is tine. Had the strikes 
prevailed some 22,000 workmen wonld 
have been thrown out of employment. As 
it is, some 7,000 are already out of the 
mills, though it is believed that as the 
backbone of the strike has been broken 
these men will soon return to work. Bat 
if these 7.000 men shall b' Id out it will 
be cause for deep regret on the part of all 
thougiitful citizens and well- wishers of the 
workingmen of the country. Loss may 
be—must be, indeed—visited upon capital 
and the mill and mine owners; but they 
are better able to bear it; the heavier 
loss is that of the workers. If it is ad­ 
mitted that the strikers can be successful, it 
will only be, as wo the other dcy pointed 
ont, after long suspension of labor, and 
whatever advance is «scared will not com­ 
pensate for the loss, as we have already 
demonstrated by arithmetical statements. 
We know of no instance in which a great 
strike has been a paying investment for 
the workingman. Indeed most strikes have 
been downright failures. They seldom se­ 
cure an increased wage, and when they are 
conducted by “ unions ” the members with 
means lose a goodly share of their treasure 
laid up by hard labor and pinching econ­ 
omy, in order to Bupport those without 
money. The money of the “ union” is 
made up of dues drawn from the wage- 
winners, and which they had far better 
have invested in home, or in such a way as 
to give them some degree of independ­ 
ence. The really skilled and deserving 
workman is moat injuyd by the “ union” 
and strike system, since it prevents his 
skill from commanding a higher reward 
than that of the laggard and incompetent, 
for in “ unions ” all in a given class re­ 
ceive a like daily wage, regardless of abil­ 
ity. The undue advance of wages paid 
out to prodace an article adds to its coat 
and lessens its selling ability, and conse­ 
quently narrows and restricts the demand. 
Of high-priced pioducts there is less con­ 
sumption, and if the advance is upon nec­ 
essaries then the consumption of luxuries 
will be limited, no matter if the workers 
who produce the lnxnries suffer, and so it 
is that the equalizing process goes on. The 
man whose necessities increase in cost 
spends just as mnch less for things he can 
do without, but in which he has before in­ 
dulged. And this rule extends to capital, 
which, when it does not find reward, is 
disturbed, and the effect is felt along the 
whole line of trade and values. An equita­ 
ble adjustment and even balance between 
labor and its reward is the one desideratum, 
and the reward must no more be dispro­ 
portionately low than disproportionately 
high. But has a strike—the forcible work 
of a striking union—ever brought about 
this adjustment ? In the nature of things, 
can it ever do so ? Has a strike ever regu­ 
lated a demand for an article, prevented 
over-production and consequent panic, or 
has it, or can it, ever swerve the laws of 
trade one iota from their line of action ?

FRANCE. 
. 
According to the Paris Fiyaro Frunce is 
surrounded by bayonets, walled in by the 
orders of Bismarck, and is a victim to his 
caprice. The tripartite alliance, it de­ 
clares, was intended as a barricade from Lie- 
hind which an assault upon France is to be 
made. Italy, Austria and Germany united 
and hating the republic ; the latter at war 
in Senegal, Madagascar and far distant 
Tonquin ; her people averse to any con­ 
flict with European powers ; the adminis­ 
tration on the eve of a rapture with the 
Vatican ; her citizens doubt ful of the wisdom 
of the M inistry, there certainly appears to be 
reason to believe that France has arrived at 
a very critical period in her history. The 
outcome of the present complications none 
can now r - re see. All sorts of speculations 
and prophesies are made by European cor­ 
respondents, but they are all coDjectnrak 
However, let us see how far conjecture 
may reflect probability. 
France has a 
powerful navy, second only to that of En­ 
gland. Her army was never stronger or in 
better condition. But her people, however 
distant a hope they may entertain of a 
sweet revenge npon the men over the 
Rhine, a revenge congenital with their na­ 
ture, realize that any immediate provoca­ 
tion of Germany to a conflict of arms 
would be the hight of madness, since the 
German Cuanceltor has bound to either hip 
Austria and Italy as trusted allies. They 
realiza, in fact, that Germany will now dic­ 
tate to Europe. Consequently, all pretext 
for embroilment will be carefully avoided 
by the French for the present. On the 
other hand, Germany, having gained wbat 
she desired by the new alliance—the re­ 
straining of France—has no desire for an 
open conflict. She has nothing to gain by 
it whatever. Her new position will ena­ 
ble her to reduce her armament and hus­ 
band her resources, for the military activ­ 
ity of France has compelled her heretofore 
to keep in readiness an equally as strong 
force. France is thus bidden to keep the 
peace, and dare not refuse, and Germany 
occupies the position of dictating her be- 
baricr. Both Austria and Italy gain by 
the alliance into which they have entered. 
Austria is insured domestic peace, and 
Italy, which has anything but a kindly 
feeling for France, is gratified by s position 
thst enables her to ennb her neighbor with 
impunity. Tbe situation, therefore, does 
not appear to be inviting for war ; the na­ 
tions glower upon each other, but more 


than that we do not believe they intend to 
do. Bnt, as we said in the outset, the sit­ 
uation is by no means pleasant, and a sin­ 
gle mistake may provoke a serious change 
of affairs ; and so we come back to the 
conclusion that France has reached a very 
critical period in her history. 


HEW YORK’S SUNDAY LAW. 
New York has a new Sunday law, 
amendatory of the old provisions of the 
Penal Code. It prohibits on Sunday all 
labor except for works of necessity and 
charity. This leaveB a doorway that, so 
far as Sunday labor is concerned, is as 
broad as a barn door, and through which 
any violator may drive with impunity. 
The old law prohibited "all manner of 
servile labor," except, etc. The amend­ 
ment is defined to mean “ labor needful 
daring the day for the good order, health 
or comfort ” of the community. But as to 
what is for the “ comfort” of the com­ 
munity is a question so exceedingly liberal 
that it amounts to a nullification of the 
section, and perhaps it is just as well. 
The Democratic Legislature of New York 
never intended that tbe law should be 
effective. 
The old law prohibited all 
trades, manufactures and mechauicil em­ 
ployments on Sunday ; the new forbids 
“ all trades, manufactures, agricultural or 
mechanical employments, except they arc 
works of necessity,” when they may be 
performed in an orderly manner, “ so as 
not to interfere with tbe repose and reli­ 
gious liberty of the community.” Of course 
this sets free tbe great armies that con­ 
tribute to the necessities of the people, 
and these range from the blacker of boots 
to the agents of the Sunday excursion 
train, from the picnic promoter to the 
hiring of the fast teams by gay youths. 
Shooting, hunting, fishing, playing, horse 
racing, gunning and other sports, r.xercisca 
and the like are prohibited, and all sales, 
except articles of food furnished prior to 
10 A. M. and meals by caterers served 
to order, or meals eaten on the premises 
where prepared. Goods of tobacco (except 
where liquors are sold), fruit, confection, 
ery, newspapers, drugs, etc., may be sold 
on Sunday. All processions are prohibited 
except for funerals or in religious services, 
and no bands of music, fireworks, discharge 
of cannon or arms must accompany such. 
But in military funerals a band may play, 
bnt not within one block of any house of 
worship, when religious exercises are being 
held. All kinds of dramatic, athletic, 
minstrel, musical and other kinds of per­ 
formances as amusements are forbidden, 
and those who aid to advertise any such 
exhibitions, or lease houses or grounds for 
the same, are held to be violators of the 
law. The penalties affixed are ridiculously 
low, being a maximum fine of §10, or five 
days in jail. One of the paradoxical feat­ 
ures of the new law is Been in the permis­ 
sion to tobacconists to keep open shop, bnt 
florists are forbiddeb to sell flowers, even 
for church decorations, funerals or wed­ 
dings. Of course flowers do not contrib­ 
ute to the joys of mankind so highly as 
does the noxious weed. Fruit peddlers 
may set up their stands on every corner, 
but no flower girl must delight the eye of 
the Metropolitan with a bouquet. These 
are but a few of tho absurdities of this 
model Sunday law—a law entirely worthy 
a Democratic Legislature, and which is no 
improvement npon the law it displaces. 


NOT WANTED. 
Tne New York Star sneers at General 
Grant because he was not elected an officer 
of the Army of the Potomac Society. It 
is what might ha expected from a Tam­ 
many sheet. None of that kind admire 
the man who fought for the Union and 
whipped their frienda. Grant, it says, 
is “ not wanted.” Bat it forgets that he 
was “ wanted” once, and came at the 
call. That he is a Presidential aspirant is 
not believed. As the Albany Express says, 
“ it added nothing to his fame that he was 
twice made President.” What made him 
honored among his countrymen was tbe 
fact that they wanted him in the hour of 
peril, that they fonnd him ready and that he 
responded to tueir “ want.” Party wrest­ 
ling there may be with the man in politics, 
bnt the soldier who saved the nation is 
always “ wanted” by his grateful country. 


A DIVIDED ARMY. 
The New York Herald sent a reporter 
to glean from Governor Ben Butler his 
views of political matters. He was com­ 
municative to the news-gatherer, and 
frankly informed him that there is bnt 
one chance, according to his belief, for the 
Democracy to win in 1-884, and that is on 
the tariff question. Bat he went on to 
specify that it must declare for a tariff 
limited in amount to a snm necessary and 
adequate for revenue. But here is the 
Courier-Journal, declaring just as emphat­ 
ically that an absolute free trade policy 
only can save the party, while Mr. Ran­ 
dall is more urgent for “ protection of 
American industries ” to be made the 
Democratic war-cry. The truth is, that 
the Democracy is hopelessly divided on the 
tariff question. 


INEXPLICABLE NEGLECT. 
The Health Commission of the city of 
Baltimore reports that the alarming pre­ 
valence of diphtheria there is due in a 
great measure to the imperfect construction 
of filth vaults, which are not properly 
cleansed or ventilated. Precisely a like 
condition of pita prevails in Sacramento, 
and it need not surprise any if the result is 
the same as in Baltimore. When diphtheria 
becomes alarmingly prevalent perhaps the 
authorities will heed the request to require 
householders to ventilate pits and cess­ 
pools, ’and cut off f.om house connection 
all drains by escape pipes for noxious 
gases. The refusal or neglect of the Trus­ 
tees to require these ordinary sanitary pre­ 
cautions to be enforced is inexplicable.

Tub Springfield Repvbhean views with concern 
the platform of the Detroit Brewers’ Conventiou in 
regard to politics.

party can afford tiPtike a stand against al. regula­ 
tion.

BOOK REVIEW. 
H istost or the Pacific States or North America. 
By Hubert Howe Bancroft. VoL IV. Mexico. 
Vol. II. 152I-1SC0. San Francisco: A. L. Bancroft 
A Co. 
V olume I. of this work, which was issued 
in the intermitted course of the history of 
Central America, took up the first of the four 
great periods of American history, the con­ 
quest by Cortez, and left us at the capture 
and occupation of the City of Mexico. The 
present volume, continuing on the plan al­ 
ready explained, of deviation from numerical 
order of the State histories, and by which the 
annals of the several States are brought down 
by parallels, opens with the year 1521 and the 
rebuilding of Mexico, and carries the record 
down through the rule of the viceroys to the 
year 1600, and the termination of the six­ 
teenth century in New Spain, “ the opening 
of which had beheld at the zrnith of its 
glory the most advanced and powerful Em­ 
pire iu America,” Mr. Bancroft’s present 
volume avoids some of the causes of criticism 
directed against its predecessors, those which 
except to his frequent classical references, and 
his rather studied attempts at rhetorical 
finish, which at times become florid and lose 
effect from the pause they command in the 
order of recital. The historian must be the 
commentator, but in a judicial sense, and ex­ 
cept he is making his records essays, in which 
the fullest indulgence may be allowed the 
fancy* he must expect the modern reading 
public to prefer detail and comparison. 
Mr. Gancrof.’. works, too, have for 
an o! je t the correction of history, 
and the exact compilation and arrange­ 
ment of facts, and therefore he does 
well, and will do better still to move as little 
aa may be upon the line exciting the crit­ 
icisms, Gut he ebould not te deterred by 
thr.se w fco have analyzed his style from con- 
tinning his judicial commentaries and reflec­ 
tions, and even such classical similies as will 
illumine the subject and forcibly impress 
upon the reader’s mind the importance of 
events, and the significance of turning points 
in history. None are more frequent than his­ 
torical parallels, and that work which claims 
to be exhaustive and makes no reference to 
them is at fault. But if it be admitted that 
Ban roftis to an extent “ pedantic,” and that 
bis sharp assaults upon previous recitals may 
by some bo construed into " sneers,” these 
are minor matters, above which rise the 
great features of his work and overshadow 
and eliminate 
from 
just estimation 
all the defects that may be charged 
to style 
and literary execution. And 
what are these features? Froudo says that 
the historical inquirer demands proof of suf­ 
ficient force and certainty to convince a Brit­ 
ish jury in a criminal case of a state of facts. 
The fact feature is the chief one in these 
coast histories; the collection of proofs, the 
array of evidences, the marshaling of truths 
that convince the jury of readers, has been 
the one great work of the author whose 
latest volume we hove just closed after a 
very careful reading. Oae of Mr. Bancroft’s 
severest critics was compelled to admit, on 
the appearance cf the first volume, that “ he 
has rectified numerous eriors of date, has 
separated events and actors that have been 
hitherto described as identical or confounded 
with others, has given the real sequence of 
occurrecc js that have been spread confusedly 
over longer or shorter periods than tho facte 
warrant, has credited to their true authors 
transactions that have been mistakenly at­ 
tributed to others, and has accumulated 
a multitude of minute but interesting facte 
that escaped the notice of previous investi­ 
gators, which throw a new and strong light 
upoa nearly every step * * * * aa(j, 
which introduce na more fully to a knowledge 
of the motives, the character, tbe aima and 
policies both of the conquterors and con­ 
quered.” A stronger and more satisfactory 
verdict could scarcely be formulated, and it 
is hardly intensified by the statement which 
we adopt, that “ as to the correction of 
inaccuracies, it is nndonbtedly the most per­ 
fect of any of the histories of the conquest.” 
Iu the volume before us the same accuracy in 
detail prevails ; it sets in order the historical 
bouse heretofore iu confusion ; it treats events 
in their proper relation to each other, and 
presents them in that orderly array that is 
most acceptable to the historical reader, be- 
canse truest. The anther is happy in a de­ 
gree especially noticeable by the reader in 
analyzing the labors of Cortes subsequent 
to tbe conquest, in which the far- 
seeing victor strengthened himself by devel­ 
opment of i h a country and the introduction of 
the arts and industries of Spain, rather thaD 
by searching for treasures and mines. There 
is no concealment made of the cruelties of the 
invader, no curtain drawn over the unmerci­ 
ful treatment of the chieftains ; but the;e are 
not permitted to blind the vision to the re­ 
forms introduced by Cortee, aud to his sincere 
tffjrts to lift the country to a better cooditioD. 
After the graphic recital of the humiliation 
and deposition of the sonquerer, to whom 
Mendoza sncceedeJ, we are carried on to the 
domination of the viceregal government and 
the plan», contests, labors and achievements 
of the religious orders. In the treatment of 
such a variety of eubjeets as the period em­ 
braced by the greater part of the sixteenth 
century presents, Mr. Bancroft gives evi­ 
dence of greater Belf-posseseion and eaee ; his 
style has become more vivacious, his judg­ 
ment clearer and quicker, and his application 
of proofs and deduction of facts more rapid 
and incisive; bnt there are no evidences of 
baste or lack of fairness. On the contrary, 
the spirit of judicial consideration and calm 
judgment is plainly evidenced. It is scarcely 
necessary to remark that the same 
breadth and depth of research is mani­ 
fest ae in ths previous volumes. It has 
indeed been, if possible, more exhaustive. 
The authorities consulted were not more nu­ 
merous, rather less, but were of a character 
demanding closer consideration, more careful 
comparison and greater labor in untangling 
and setting in order the facts confused bo 
long. They embraced not only tbe writings 
of the soldier chroniclers, but tte reports of 
officials aud municipalities, official collec­ 
tions of historical documents, the writings of 
the monks and of the natives and mestizos 
educated at the convents, and who imbibed 
from their priestly teachers the love for 
writing. Thus thtre is quoted freely Ca- 
margo and his sketches of events dnring the 
Spanish rnle; Chimalpain, who translated 
Gomara; Ixtlilxochitl, the native Cicero; 
and a score of others, including treatises on 
epecial episodes aud States by such as Ala- 
man, Rimir-z, Icazbalceta, Orozco y Berra, 
Bustamante, Romero aud others. In his use 
of the menk chronicles Mr. Bancroft points 
out that the writers gave their attention chit fly 
to religious topics, miracles and biographies 
of friars, but they narrated also political and 
kindred topic*, although not with mnch con­ 
nection, thoroughness or impartiality. They 
neverthel-fcs, he adds, form a check on state­ 
ments from the opposite side, and in this 
their very antagonism becomes valuable to 
the student in sifting the truth from varied 
testimony. No others who bavs written on 
Mexico have had such access to authorities 
as tbe present historias. The moat of them, 
however briliiant, have not fortified their 
work as is that of Bancroft. There has been 
no such exhaustive research made as he has 
undertaken. This eiftrag of the truth from 
the world of error, and the obscurity of tra­ 
dition, gives him, as be prcceels. more and 
more of cotfiiencs—quickens his perceptions 
and strengthens the force of searchers and 


collaborators by which he has surrounded 
himself, and by whose aid only could the task 
he has laid out be achieved, Perhaps the most 
interesting chapters in the volume are those 
on the death of Cortes, in which an exhaust­ 
ive review of his character is made, and 
which tends to modify the opinion of the 
reader considerably concerning the conqueror; 
secondly, the chapter on “ The Ordinances 
and Statesmanship of Cortes,” in which his 
administrative ability is considered, and the 
judicial qualities of his mind analyzed. It 
is a vigorous review, and one that does credit 
to the analytical powers of the reviewer. As 
a whole the second volume of the History of 
Mexico fn’fills expectation, aud takes its 
placo even in advance of its predecessors, 
since it is marked by greater confidence on 
the part of the historian in the treatment of 
his theme, aud since tho opportunities of the 
era treated afforded wider scope for the exer­ 
cise of his spirit of justice and the evident 
purpose to be true to fact, despite the colli­ 
sions that may result with other writers, and 
despits the assanlts others may have made, 
or defenses thi y may have set up concerning 
characters whom Mr. Bancroft's researches 
prove to have been misrepresented in the past.

“ James Nasmyth, Engineer. An onto- 
biograp&y.” Edued by Siruuel S nile?, LL. 
D., author of “ Lives of the Engineers,” 
“ Self Help,” etc. Llu*:rated. NewYurk: 
Harper & Brothers. Toe interest in Oolunel 
Koebiing and tne Brooklyn bridge, for the 
moment, makes all records of engineering at­ 
tractive. Mr. Sindes has written an excel­ 
lent prtf.'ce to this autobiography, and the 
frontispiece, a picture of Nasmyth, recalls a 
little tne forward droop of Sir Walter Scott’s 
head as seen ia some pictures of the poet. 
The autobiography proper does not begin till 
the fourth chapter, Put the writer has a fam­ 
ily to be proud cf, and his his ory of 
bis ancestors is made very readable. His 
father was called by Sir David Wilkie 
the founder of the landscape - paint 
ing school in Scotland, and the near 
alliance of science and art is well illustrated 
in the records cf this family. The book is 
not a dry list of inventions, but the story cf 
a happy, earnest, useful life, whose bent was 
toward mechanical contrivance, but which 
one feels would have been equally ambitious, 
siegle-hearted and successful if tbe inclina­ 
tion had been in some other direction. While 
he was an enthusiastic student, Nasmyth had 
plenty of humor and an artistic appreciation 
of out-i^ior life. He enjoye the public notice 
at the inn, that “ The c aoh will set out from 
the Grass Market ilka Tuesday at two o’clock 
in the day, God wnllin’, but whether or ho od 
Wednesday,” and also his father’s shift of 
painting his bare legs wi h black and white 
stripes to resemble the long silk stockings 
worn by the swells, when he was to take his 
sweetheart to Ranelagii, and his last pair of 
stockings was singed with being hung too 
near the fire to dry. Nasmyth speaks most 
affectionately of all his family, but with the 
greatest admiration for his father, for whom 
he has invented the word “ resourcefulness" 
to describe his chief mental characteristic, 
and an interesting illustration of this trait is 
Nasmyth Sr.’s device to make the inaccessi­ 
ble face of a bluff on the Duke of Atho.'s es­ 
tate bear trees and plants, to relieve its grim­ 
ness. Nasmyth filled a number of canisters 
with suitable seeds, two small cannon in front 
of the castle, need for tiring ealutea on great 
days, were loaded, and the canisters tired np 
against the high face of tbe crag. The seed 
was scattered in all directions, and a few 
years late* trees flourished in the recesses of 
the cliff. While he duly notes his first in­ 
terest in tools, his first work in his father’s 
shop, his turning his own Lerlroom into a 
brass foundry, his studies at the Edinburgh 
School of Artr and Edinburgh University, 
he also gives quaint sketches of the city life 
in his youth, like his picture of the Edin* 
burgh fish-market aud the thrifty dames fill­ 
ing taeir creels, not forgetting the buuch of 
flowers for the top; or memorabls events, 
like the destruction of the Old Tolbooth in 
the High street, which had degenerated from 
a palace to a jail, and into which was 
built the nine-foot-square iron chest, the 
condemned cell of the Tolbooth. with the 
sentimental name of “ The Heart of Mid­ 
lothian." The dislodgment of this chest. Sir 
Walter Scott’s presence, and the artist John 
Linnell's singular scuveuir, n mummytied 
rat, are very graphically described. Nas­ 
myth’s great inventions, those that the world 
knows him by—the steam hammer, the 
steam pile-driver, and the powerful tele­ 
scopes for investigating the moor—-,re ail de­ 
scribed by him simply and carefully, and two 
appendices are added to the main body of 
the work, one a chronological fist of Mr. Nas­ 
myth’s mechanical inventions, and the othtr 
a digest of his speculations on the enn-ray 
origin of the Egyptian pyramids, and the 
origin of the arrow-tead or cuneiform charac­ 
ter, an it flaence from which latter he traces 
in later Greek inscriptions. There ia an ex­ 
cellent index.

“ English Literature in the Eighteenth 
Century.” By Thomas Sergeant Gerry. 
New York : Harper & Grothere. Mr. Perry 
is an instructor at Harvard, and states in his 
preface that the volume contains the sub­ 
stance of a course of lectures delivered in 
Cambridge. It is one of thoie books about 
books which are godsends to busy people with 
no time to read the writers of any century, 
or by taking thought findiog out the feeling 
of any past era about its literature. Mr. 
Perry is widely if not deeply read, and refers 
frankly to Ward’s “ English Puete/’Morley’» 
“ English Men of Letters ” eerie?, and other 
current books about hooks where his own 
subject is treated. He quotes much, and 
aptly, for a little illustration will often estab­ 
lish what whole chapters of definition could 
Dot; but his strength is in short, pithy 
sentences which make a resume of what has 
already been dilated upon : “ A proper un­ 
derstanding of tbe absence of a reading pub­ 
lic is necessary for understanding the liter­ 
ature cf the last century.” “ Germany was 
going through the motions of having a liter­ 
ature.” _ ” This deliberate wooden imitation 
of classical models was then, so to speak, the 
sober second thought of the Renaissance ; the 
first was one of delight and it «inspired great 
woiks.” Tne view of Pope is very complete 
aud tolerant, aud Mr. Peri jr has a very inter­ 
esting subject to treat in ihe first faint streaks 
of the d-wn of the English novel. He makes 
a new classification of the early novel, the 
picaresque novel as he calls it, from the 
Bpameh word picaro, a sc imp; not necessarily 
a thief or an lmpusior, but one that will steal 
and ct eat under the slightest provocation. The 
adventures of heroes like Gil Ehs are the 
sul jsctof the picare.-que novel, which origi­ 
nated in Spain, but was translated aud 
eagerly caught up and imitated in Ei gland, 
Defoe’s less known novels being English ex 
ampies of the class. In a note Mr. P.rry re­ 
marks that the name of Richardson’s heroine 
Pamela was frequently pronounced with the 
accent on tbe first syllable, which will proba­ 
bly be news to many readers. The beginning 
of journalism in Eng'and also belongs to this 
interesting period, and the political pamphlet 
which was dispossessed by the daily paper is 
explained. A parallel between the so-called 
medieval poems brought forward by a 
Frenchman, M. de Snrville, as written by ar 
ancestress of his in the fifteenth century, and 
proved to bs forgeries, and the Rowley manu­ 
scripts of Thomas Chxtterton. is mentioned 
in a note. There is a good deal of criticism 
on current literature, which tbe subject con­ 
tinually suggests by comparison, which gives 
the book a living interest.

“ Landmarks of English Literature.” By 
Henry J. Nle dl. New York : V. Appleton 
& Co. Mr. Nicoll begins his bock with a 
chronological index of authors end their 
works. He gives first, without dates, the 
chief nan.es of tbe period treated in each 
chapter, and then adds a list of those and 
leeser lights, with the dates of their birth, of 
the production of their principal works, and 
of their death. He begins with tha dawn of 
English literature—Mandeville, Wickliffeand 
Chaucer—and ends with the publication of 
Tennyson’s poems in 1881. In the respect 
that it resolves writers into groups and labels 
them, it is an excellent work ; but in ¡hit it 
is uncritical, it is naught. Ae a history of 
literature it ¡«comprehensive and serviceable ; 
but Mr. Nicoll’a strictures on writers and 
their works are commonplace in the extreme.

The D a iry ín th e Cenmcs.—The pub­ 
lished report by the (Janed States, as fur­ 
nished by the Census Bureau, places the 
number of milch cows in this country at 
about 12,500,000, an increase in ten years 
of nearly 4,000,000, or about 39 per cent. 
The production of butter for 1879 is figured 
up at 606,672,000 pounds, and of cheese, 
in round numbers, 243,000,000 poonis. 
The amount of chepse made upou the farm 
is put at 27,000,000 pounds, but the farm 
production of butter was 777,000 000 
pound*. If the figures do not lie, by either 
improved methods, better cows, or perhaps 
both, there was a gain of about 12 per cent, 
per bead in products over the eensus of 
1870, making the actual increase in ten 
years almost 50 per cent. Since 1879 there 
has been a most wonderful development of 
the batter manufacturing industry, the 
census of 1860 making no note of factory- 
made bnttur, whole States, as it were, go­ 
ing suddenly over to the burineas, and our 
best jndgts now place the butter product— 
not including oleomargarine—at over 1 000,­ 
000 pounds, which, with the cheese, will 
make the dairy outrank in cash received 
any other of our sinL 1 industries, and the 
business is but “ just commenced,” so to 
speak.

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WEATHER COMPARISONS. 
The meteorological condition of the month 
of May, 1883 (as compared with the same 
month as far back as 1878), indicates by the 
mean monthly temperature that it has only 
been surpassed in coldness by one, and that 
was in May, 1879. The lowest the thermom­ 
eter his recorded in May during the past six 
years was 393 in I860, The h'ghest ever reg­ 
istered by the seif-iegistcring mercurial ther­ 
mometer occurred io May this year. The 
rainfail has exceeded the wettest May in the 
past thirty years by .36 of an iccb, and h*e. 
needed the d/yeet May in the same time, 
2 85 inches. There does not appear to be 
much of a deviation in the meteorological 
condition of the past month over the same 
month for thirty years past, except in the 
rain fill, and by such a deviation the Sta-.e of 
California has been enriched millions of dol­ 
lars in its grain and frait production alone.

Of the richest Batin-finished gros-zrain silk and French cashmere in pearl grey. 
The skirt, of the silk, with three very narrow piaitings at the foot, ruffled out 
to produce a ruche, had the front to the knees covered with a triple box-plait­ 
ing, while across the back was a plaiting about nine inches deep. The drapery 
cf the cashmere wa3 disposed in an apron of continuous upward folds about two 
inches deep, with a band of satin six inches broad at the bottom, embroidered 
- in a design of wild roses and foliage, with the semblance of bsing wet with dew, 
in threads cf Bilver and stsel tinsel, snd a bouffant arrangement on the back.

On each side 
of the front is a simulated pocket of beaded passementerie matching the green 
in color, a cofiar-of the passementerie passing around the shoulders aud running 
in a slender design to the last button of the basque, with cuffs to match, and 
beaded ornaments clasping the bows of boxed satin-lined velvet ribbon set in 
the midst of the drapery.

gant. It was a capote, with the crown of gilded Tuscan braid, the brim covered 
with a puff of green velvet overlaid with a double ruffle of gold tinsel lace, 
trimmed with a cluster of humming-birds set high on the left side, and donble 
strings of narrow green satin and velvet ribbons.

A deep embroidered fl tunee trims the 
skirt; the flouncing divides away from the froat, forming side panels, wbich are 
bordered at the bottom with narrow flouncing ; the flouncing is so incorporated 
with the back drapery as to present an objective mass of embroidery, and the 
waist and sleeves are formed of insertion and flouncing. Just now there is a 
fancy for the Irish cut designs in the muslin embroideries ; while it is difficult 
to decide which are the handsomer, these designs or the French designs, the 
latter appearing quite as frequently as the former in the made up mnslin cos­ 
tumes. In onr next letter we hope to be able to say something about mnslin 
robes for older belles than thnee in question.

In French importations of costumes the 
polonaise reappears once and again in varied 
forms, and with endless styles of drapery 
and garniture.

roni, adding a little melted butter and milk 
to moisten it. 
A lady offers in the Rural New Yorker a 
remedy for cm rant and rose worms : Take 
one pound of quassia, put it into twelve or 
fifteen gallons of water over night, and 
next day sprinkle the infested plants with 
toe solution.

Let these boil for 
four or five hours. 
Three-quarters of an 
hour before dinner strain this soup, sale it, 
and add a heaping teaenpful of macaroni, 
broken in bits ; let this boil slowly. 
Add 
any other seasoning you like ; for some 
tastes a pinch of curry powder improves it. 
The bread crumb comprises a multitude 
of cells of thiu walls containing carbonic 
acid gas, the product of fermentation in 
the dough. 
These walls of the cells con­ 
tain both gluten and starch, and traces of 
dextrine and sugar. 
As a consequence of 
the treatment with water and the applica­ 
tion of heat, the starch grains, whicn, in 
their normal condition, are little sacs filled 
with minute granules of starch proper, 
have been swollen and burst.

Late in the summer of ÍS7S, says a writer 
in the Cleveland Herald, something hap­ 
pened on the planet Jupiter which imme­ 
diately excited the attention of astrono­ 
mers the world over, and gave rise to no 
end of curious speculations. 
South of the 
southern equatorial belt of the planet an 
oblong red spot suddenly made its appear­ 
ance. 
It was so large and its color was so 
proncunced that even the smallest tele­ 
scopes readily aod clearly showed it. 
Ju ­ 
piter is a world in comparison with whioh 
this earth is insignificant. 
In order to cir­ 
cumnavigate Jupiter a sea captain would 
have to sail as far as from the earth to the 
moon and then go on a distance greater 
than the circumference of the earth in ad­ 
dition. 
If New York and San Francisco 
were set down on the surface of Jupiter at 
points corresponding to their positions on 
the earth they would be more than 80,000 
miles apart. 
It is no wonder then that the 
astronomers felt a little excited when they 
saw a huge red spot suddenly appear on 
the face of Jupiter, as if a pugilistic comet 
had hit the giant planet a blow from the 
shoulder and drawn blood. 
The red spot 
was some 30,000 miles long and 0,000 miles 
broad—big enough to encircle the earth 
like a grand marshal's sash, with 5,000 
miles to spare. 
Yet oa Jupiter this huge 
spot resembled a small red blotch on an 
apple. 
Every body who looked at it with 
a telescope felt an irresistible desire to 
know what it was. 
Some, guessed it was 
oae of the red-hot continents of the yet 
burning planet thrust up through the su­ 
perincumbent vapors by some internal con­ 
vulsion, such as lifted up great masses of 
the earth’s crust in its early geological 
days. 
O.hers surmised that it might be 
an opening rent through the cloudy envel­ 
ope cf the planet and showing its glowing 
surface beneath. 
Some thought it was a 
red cloud, a a i some that it was a fiery slag 
cast up from the planetary surface beneath. 
It was soon discovered that it had a mo­ 
tion of its own—at least that it performed 
its revolution around the placet in a period 
different from that of some light spots near 
the equator. 
This only served to intensify 
the curiosity of beholders. 
Unexpectedly 
last fall the gTeat spot began to fade. 
A 
veil seemed to have been drawn over it, 
and all its outlines grew faint. Like a fiery 
monster which had only come to the sur­ 
face to breathe, it seemed to be sinking 
back again into the depth's of Jupiter’s 
cloud ocean. 
The latest news regarding 
tbia phenomenon is that it has practically 
ceased to be visible. 
The astronomical 
monthlies have stopped printing tables 
giving the time of its meridian passage, 
and only the moat gigantic telescopes are 
able to give slight glimpses of the disap­ 
pearing monster. 
But while one wonder 
is going off the stage another comes on. 
Of late the general appearance of Jupiter's 
surface has greatly changed. 
Some power 
appears to be at work changing not onlv 
the forms but the colors of the planet’s 
belts and spots, and Jupiter is now excit­ 
ing universal admiration by the brilliant 
appearance of his broad disk, streaked and 
mottled with delicate tinta of pink, red, 
sepia and steel blue. 
W hat is happening 
on the great planet-nobody knows, but it 
looks as though it would be a very unquiet 
place of abode for any but a race of sala­ 
manders.

A GREAT EXPOSITION. 


The Record Union C ovrespoadent on th e 
Chicago E xposition for R ailw ay 
A ppliances 


[Correspondence ol tne RaooaD-Usioo.] 


C h ic a g o , May 25, 1883. 
The National Exposition of Railway Ap­ 
pliances opened last night at 8 o’clock. 
The great building was ablaze with electric 
light* that made the dashing waters of the 
fonntainB dance like animated diamonds. 
The crowd filled the great structure com­ 
pletely, and it was an assemblage every 
way respresentative of the wealth, culture 
and worth of this marvelous city of the 
west. 
Prof. Swing made the opening prayer, 
Mayor Harrison the address of welcome, 
and Vice-President French rer ponded in 
the absence of the President. 
Hon. L. B. 
Washburne was then introduced and drtiv- 
ered the oration, which was brief, retro­ 
spective and presented in a concise manner 
the history of 


r a i l r o a d b u i l d i n g 
In the United States, and its effects upon 
the people and the country. 
One eloquent 
passage from the addreBS I must give you 


in full i 
“ There have been expositions in many cou-tries, 
and nations have vied with each other in the display 
of all that ingenuity and taste could suggest or 
wealth procure, but it is safe to say th at the world 
has never seeu a more creditable exposition than 
this, organized solely by private enterprise, and 
pushed to what we see before us by private citizens, 
with a degree of unselfishness and devotion rarely 
witnessed, and without pecuniary compensation. 
But they will find their reward in the gratitude of 
that public which » ill appreciate all iheir labors and 
rcFponsibilities, and ail the great services they have 
rendered to sci nee and to mankind." 


INTERESTING INCIDENTS. 
One noticeable feature of the Exposition 
is the large attendance of people, invent­ 
ors, mechanics and railroad operators from 
Canada. 
One of the especially pleasing 
eventB of the opening exercises was the 
introduction to the great congregation of 
railroad veterans. 
First came Horatio 
Allen, aged 84. 
He brought the locomo­ 
tive Trowbridge Lein from Eogland in 
1S28, and ran it on the first rails of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 
He related 
his early railroading experiences with much 
interesting detail. 
Geo. Hollingsmith, of 
Paterson, N. J., was next introduced as 
an engineer since 1S37, and who is now in 
the Roger Locomotive Works. 
William 
Halloway came next as an old engineer. 
He has been on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad for forty-two years, and still runs 
his locomotive. 
In all that time he never 
had an accident in which a passenger was 
hurt. 
David Matthew came next as an 
engineer since 1829. 
He Bpoke briefly and 
told of his labors on some of the first loco­ 
motives, built in the State of New York. 
Joseph Whitehead was then introduced as 
the man who ran on the Stockton road in 
IS27 ; and George Davis bowed to the peo­ 
ple next as the man who built the locomo­ 
tive Sampson and first ran it. 
The noise 
of the machinery in the building is very 
great, but this is a machinery exhibition, 
and no one must come near it who is not 
prepared for a great rattle and bang of 
ponderous machines, and the whir and 
buzz of smaller ones. 


NOTES. 
I do not propose in this letter to take np 
tbe great list of exhibits. 
There are so 
many so interesting, so intricate, strange, 
beautiful, and some of them so peculiar, 
that I must examine and be myself clear 
as to their purposes before I can speak in­ 
telligently of them. 
There are too many 
strange entries which only need to be men­ 
tioned, but even these I can scarcely begin 
upon in this letter, so confused io I feel in 
the wealth of things worthy of mention 
that meet my eye on every hand. 
How­ 
ever, let me say that there are some of the 
oldest and the newest, some of the m oB t 
primitive and some of the most beautiful 
iy and delicately constructed articles. 


SORE OF THE EXHIBITS. 
Here is the first headlight ever made for 
a locomotive. 
The first steam locomotive whistle. 
The signal lantern that huBg in the bel- 
frey of Old South Church when Paul Re­ 
vere made his famous ride by night in 
1775.' 
The first locomotive ever 
built—the 
original Rocket—constructed by the father 
of 
all Locomotive construction, 
George 
Stephenson. 
The first locomotive ever brought to 
America from Eogland. 
Three engineB built in Eogland for the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in 1834. 
The largest locomotive in the world— 
the Mastodon—weighing over 90 tons. 
The “ Grasshopper,” the first locomotive 
that ever turned a wheel on the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. 
The first locomotive that ever ran suc­ 
cessfully on rails in Illinois, October, 1S48. 
An electric railway, making a wide cir­ 
cuit of the building and carrying passen­ 
gers. 
But it was not put into operation 
until to-day. 
The early style of car wheels, side by 
side with the Allen paper car wheel, the 
latest triumph in wheel construction. 
Faie boxes of every style imaginable,

steam and locomotive appliances, car doors, 
windows, ventilators, roofs, seats, uphol- 
Btery, 
panels, tanks, trucks, rails of all 
kinds, ties, spikes, derricks, dumps, hand 
and push cars, ballast unloaders, railway 
watches, nut locks, rail joints, interlocking 
switches, car pushers, arch bars, frogB, 
punches, automatic road and crossing sig­ 
nals and alarms, car glass of every kind, 
bridges, pumps, bells, 
boilers, 
planers, 
matching machines, sleeping care, berths, 
etc. 
A VAST EXHIBITION. 
• This will give some faint idea of the 
scope of tbe inventions and exhibits shown, 
but conveys no adequate information as to 
the number of classes of articles shown, 
which extend from pianos to grindstones, 
from electric lights to lead pipes, from 
richest frescoing to a pile-driver, from 
rareet tapestry to coarsest matting, from 
locomotives to shovels, from curtain pins 
to the most beautiful machinery, from 
monster locomotives to the most delicately 
adjusted watches. 
Tbe exhibition building and its annexes 
cover eleven acres of ground. 
Tbe appli­ 
cations for space have far exceeded that 
which can be granted. 
I prophesy for thi* 
great exhibition the completeat success, 
and that it will be of the highest value to 
the country.
